HISTORICAL SKETCH OF FIRST BAPTIST 
SUNDAY SCHOOL 


The ,exact date of origin of the Sunday School of First 
Baptist Church isnot known. The first record available is in 
1884 when the Sunday School enrollment was 100 with an av- 
erage attendance of 75. These 100 were taught by 8 teachers. 


As far back as 1908 the church is known to have conduct- 
‘ed regular training for its members. In January of 1908 the 
church, by vote, began cooperating with Burleson College in 
a regular January Bible Conference Week. 


In February 1908 the church requested all teachers of the 
Sunday School to begin taking prescribed training courses. Be- 
tween the years 1910 to 1926 the complete convention course 
was taught. 


Continuous growth under the leadership of 34 pastors, 


and at least 25 superintendents of the Sunday School has brought the enrollment to its present 1550 
pupils in 25 departments with 95 classes under the leadership of 209 officers and teachers. 


The future was never brighter than now. The prayer of the leaders of the Sunday school is that 
many other Sunday schools may be started by our church and they in turn develop into great and 


mighty churches for our Lord and Master.

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TRAINING UNION HISTORY 


Records reveal that First Baptist Church, Greenville, Texas. had a Training Union known at the 
time as B. Y. P. U., as far back as 1907. C. E. Dinkle served as President in 1907-1908. It is recorded 
that we had representatives attend the State Training Union Conventions and the State Training Un- 
‘ion Encampments as far back as the early 1900's. From time to time through the years members of 
the Training Union of First Baptist Church have served in official capacity in the associational organ- 
ization, district organization, state and southwide organization.

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MUSIC MINISTRY IN PAST YEARS 
By Mrs. A. A. Duncan 


For many years the First Baptist Church has enjoyed a well trained, well led, and well organized 
church choir, capable of presenting acceptably the Gospel in music. 


In 1905, a pipe organ was purchased and installed, 


Sunday night musical programs were presented often—always to a packed house. 


Interest in 
these programs continued, and the choir gave musicals in neighboring towns. 


A Sunday school orchestra was an addition to the worship with music, affording interest and de- 
velopment among the young people. 


Mr. C. E. Dinkle, possessing a beautiful baritone voice, began singing in the choir as a young 
man. In 1914, he was elected director, and he served faithfully tor more than twelve years. Later, at 
intervals, he gave his services as leader when he was needed. 


In 1938, the pipe organ was discarded and the present Hammond electric organ was installed.

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HISTORY OF WOMAN'S MISSIONARY UNION 
OF THE | em

Records of the early days of the work of the women of our pioneer churches were not kept and 
‘probably no records were made. The women supplied the needs of the moment. They nursed the sick, - 
aided their members in times of disaster or sorrow, cared for strangers and fed the hungry. When the 
church needed money, they had suppers and ice-cream suppers, gave of their 'egg-money" and help- 
ed out in every way. 


The name most commonly used for the church group of women engaged in these joint activities 
was The Ladies Aid Society’. The earliest record we find of a group in our church was in 1891 when 
they contributed $353.50 to the general church treasury, a large contribution at that time. } 

Mrs. Al S. Harrison, who is still a member of this church, was the president for 18 years from 
about 1890 until 1907. She names many others as her valued co-laborers. In 1904 a group of Baptist 
women from all over the county met in Commerce and organized the Hunt County Association work 
and decided that the name Ladies Aid Society be changed to Woman's Missionary Society or WMS. 
Later this was changed to Woman's Missionary Union to include all Auxiliary groups according to 
Southwide plans. 


Following Mrs. Al S. Harrison as president of First Church WMS from 1907 until 1918, were 
Mrs. W. A. Johnson, Mrs. O. T. Graham, Mrs. J. W Manning, Mrs. W. H. James and Mrs. W. M. 


McBride. 


The work began to be carried on according to Southwide standards and by 1925. many certifi- 
cates and seals for mission study work were earned. In 1925 there were 9 certificates, 99 WMS 
seals and 23 Young Women's Auxiliary seals given. The YWA work had been attempted several times: 
but in. 1920 Mrs. Charles Taylor of Burleson College started it anew and it was continued by Mrs. 
Theron J. Fouts also of Burleson College. In 1922 Mrs. R. L. Overstreet took over the auxiliary and 
through her spiritual influence and. missionary zeal, led many girls to serve the Lord through this chan- 
nel. She was YWA Counselor for many years and some of our best workers in our church today were 


in the YWA under her leadership. 


In. 1929 the WMU was included in the church budget for the first time and the old idea of the 
"Ladies Aid’ as a money making organization was on its way into history. It truly was becoming a, 
Missionary organization for study, prayer and giving to missions.

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The mere listing of names does not begin to tell of the work done by these women and their many 
co-workers both in WMU and its many auxiliaries. However, no account of the work would be com- 
plete if we did not mention the important work of our own women who helped to start the work of Bie as 
trict 13 WMU and to put it on.a good'foundation, giving about 10 years of their time as District 
Presidents, These are Mrs. George Collins who served for 4 years, then Mrs. W. M. McBride served 
for 2 years and again Mrs. George Collins with Mrs. R. L. Overstreet as Corresponding Secretary- 
Treasurer for 4 years more.

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A SPIRITUAL CONQUEST 
OUR CHURCH HISTORY 
By C..E. Arant, Sr. 


J. .R. Briscoe was born in Ten- 
nessee April 19, 1815. He moved 
to Missouri about 1838, married 
Rebecca Wray in 1840 and began 
to preach about that time. He 
continued his labors for the Lord 
the remainder of his life. 

In December of 1845, he, 
with his wife, three children, his 
father, mother, six brothers and 
two sisters came to Texas and 
camped at Honey Grove. He 
settled there and built a home. 
About 1850 he moved from Honey 


Grove to where Rehobeth church 
now stands in Fannin County. His wite was 


buried there in 1852. 

He was the hardest working man | over 
knew. With his son, he would work all day 
and after supper would saddle his horse and 
ride all night to be at a place on Sunday to 
fill an appointment. His people were poor but 
very independent. When he went to the army 
in 1861 he was worth over ten thousand dol- 
lars. 

Parson Briscoe, as he was familiarly known 
to the pioneers, was among the first to preach 
in Hunt County. Many churches were insti- 
tuted and among the first was the missionary

His name 
shall not be forgotten by the peo- 
ple for whom he struggled and 
braved the privations:of the early 
days. 

The church met for some 
time in. the Methodist building which was 
located on the present site of Perkins Store. 

In the year 1860, the Masons erected a 
two story building on Stonewall street and 
our church used the lower floor for a place 
to worship. The Masons building was where 
the Masonic Temple stands today. 

The Rev. Wm. M. Pickett, father of Mrs. 
Ella Pratt, preached for several months. The 
first person baptized was a negro woman, a 
slave who belonged to Mrs. Eqgbert Stevens. 
The first white person: to be baptized was 
Mr. Tom Rattan. 

The next pastor was Rev. W. R. Knight 
who was followed by Rev. M. C. St. Clair.

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This was a missionary field without a mis- 


sionary. 


After the war closed, Rev. Tatum, one 
of the pioneer heroes of our church, came and 
the sacrifices that this good man made and 
others who struggled along in the early days 
ought to be lessons for the younger.ones who 
have followed and are now reaping the re- 
wards of their hard years. of service. He 
preached for three years ridina in twice a 
month preaching Saturdays and Sundays. He 
made no charge for his services. He recaived 
thirty dollars and material for a suit of clothes 
which was made by one of the good women 
of the church. Rev. J. C. Slich followed next 
as the pastor. 


In 1871 the church decided it was strona 
enough to enable them to build a building. 
A lot was clonated by Wm. Arnold on the 
‘cormer of St. John and Crockett. A ‘small 
frame building was erected. The church wae 
dedicated by Dr. R. C. Bucker. li was at this 
time that Dr. S. J. Anderson became pastor, 
coming from Sulphur Springs twice a month 
and preaching. Following Dr. Andarco-~ 35 
pastor were Rev. L. J. Crutcher and Rev. 
Scruggs, Brother J. H. Boyett and J.. A. Mans- 
field. Rev. J. B. Daniels was pastor for several 
years. During his pastorate one of his meet- 
ings, about 1879 during. the two weeks there 
were 40 additions, 30 for baptism, and the 
church debt of $125.00 was paid off. 


Dicaster came when this butiding was de- 


stroyed by tire about the first of Januzry in 
1886. This made it necessary for the church to 
meet in the court house until another buildina 
could be erected. In 1887 the lot, which is 
the ‘southwest corner of the lot whsre ithe 
present church stands, was bought from a 
Mrs. Simpson. To Uiteeetal Cu Aarrigen: Al: 
Wade, P. H. Spencer and W.M. Arnald were 
ippointed as a building committer. A-frame 
building, 49. x 80', was erected that fall, In 
the’ early part of 1902 the pastor, Rev. R. F.

Christmas of 1905 the new building, which 
is the auditorium of the present plant, was 
completea. W. H. James, R. F. Jones, R. A.

trustees, 


In July 1915 the church purchased the 
northwest corner of the lot, located at Wesley 
and Pickett Streets, from the Presbyterians at 
a cost of $6,000.00. Additional Sunday school 
room was needed and late in 1917 Douglass 
King, Mrs. J. W. Rowell and Mrs. A. M. Gary 
were appointed on a finance committee and 
J. L. Collins, W. HH. James and L. A. Clark 
were appointed’ on a property committee 
and the first addition to the present building 
was completed. This is where the office, li- 
brary, the pastors study and the rooms above 


are now. 


Later a great wocden ‘tabernacle was 
built adjoining the church and this was used 
for revivals and Sunday schoc! rooms.

Standing like a beacon light on a high 
hill in the western part of Greenville, Texas, 
its tall administration building visible for many 
miles, Burleson College served Texas faith- 
fully for more than a generation. 

Beset by financial worries from its begin- 
ning and marked in its pioneer days with sac- 
rifices by the faculty, worthy of the mission 
field, dependent for years solely upon its in- 
come from tuition and a few meager gifts, 
it fought on in the face of all obstacles for 


35 years, be-

surrendering, 
during the

lege, during 
its lifetime, 
fulfilled the 
aim that 


should be the 
goal of all 
schools. A dis- 
tinguished Burleson graduate of 1906, Dr. J. 
E. McElhanon, recently wrote in retrospect of 
the early days at Burleson—'As imperfect 
and filled with gaps as it all was, when com- 
pared to a modern college, | believe Old Bur- 
leson came nearer shaping a good character 
in the student than do our fine colleges of 
today.” 


Starting in 1895, with little more than 
a courageous idea in the mind of the Rev: 
S. F. Anderson, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Greenville, Burleson grew slowly 
until, at its peak in the twenties, it had stu 
dent body of 632 and was one of the largest | 
junior colleges in the country. Its graduates 
are scattered over the entire United States. 
and many have distinguished themselves as 
school men, as ministers, and in the orofes- 
sions and the field of business. During its 35

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HISTORY OF THE NORTH SIDE BAPTIST CHURCH 


RESULTS OF OUR MISSION WORK IN 
COLORADO SPRINGS, COLORADO.

On December 19, 1954, the North Side 


Baptist Church of Colorado Springs, Colorado 


-was organized. The meeting place was in the 


nome of the founder, Pastor B. E. Smith. The 


church was organized as an Independant Bap- 


tist Church. Seven members organized the 
new church: Pastor and Mrs. B. E. Smith and 
son, Bailey, Mr. and Mrs. H. O. Haygood and 
Mr. and Mrs. Bob Cowan. 


It was the apparent intention of the 
founder to locate the church in the north sec- 
tion of the city, for the church was named 
North Side Baptist Church. About this samo 
time the present property was acquired by 
the pastor with the help of a good Baptist 
friend, George Dimock of Wichita Falls, Tex- 
as. A small house located just south of the 
present buiding was used for services as early 


as January 1955. 


On June 5, 1955 the church voted unani-, 
mously to cooperate with the Southern Bap-: 
tist Convention. Pastors of Southern Baptist 
Churches in the city wholeheartedly encour- ' 
ag2d North Side Baptist in this new affiliation. 


Auaust 7, 1955 ground-breaking services 
for the new church building were held. On 
September 7, 1955 the church in business con- 
ference asked for a loan from the Baptist Loan 
Corporation of Dallas, Texas. With the aid of - 
other Southern Baptist pastors iin Colorado | 
Springs, Pastor Smith secured the backing and 
underwriting of the Central Baptist Church, 
Pampa, Texas in the achievement of the loan. 
The total loan amounted to $35,000.00. 


On October 19, 1955 North Side Baptist 
Church along with other churches of the state, 
voted to leave the parent-Arizona Baptist 
General Convention and enter the newly-or- 
ganized Colorado Baptist General Conven- 
tion. 


Christmas of 1955 saw the church using 
its new building for its first service. 


February 26, 1956 found Pa-tor B. E, 


} 


Smith resigning his pastorate at North Side 
to return to Texas. A. C. Salyer served as pas- 
tor from March 4, 1956 until November 30, 
1956. 


December 16, 1956 North Side Baptist’ 
Church unanimously called E. E. Wheeless, Jr. 
as pastor effective January 6 1957. Mr. 
Wheeless accepted the call and incorporated 
the Austin Blutfs Mission of which he was pas- 
tor with the North Side Church. As mis-ion 


pastor of the First Church of Greenville, Bro. 
Wheeless led those that had been enlisted ir 
the mission into the new church. 

It has often been said in the. pioneer 


mission territory of the west that a greater 
work has been done when a church is miracu- 
lously saved from death than when a new in- 
fant is born in travail. The First Baptist Church

church. The Loan Company was about to fore- 
close. The neighborhood thought the church 
was doomed. The few remaining people of the 
church felt tailure around the corner.’ No 
Mother-church had taken an interest in them 
to see that they developed into a healthy 
child. Thus, the history of North Side Baptist 
Church reads like a miracle story. Because of 
the mission-mindedness of the First Baptist, 
Church, Greenville, Texas, Colorado Springs 
has a strong, growing, vigorous and gospel 
preaching church. 


Thousands of dollars in 'debts-in-arrears 
have been paid. A new attitude is expressed 
in the city and community. The church has 
more than doubled in the last sixteen months.

SKETCHES AND GREETINGS FROM SOME FORMER PASTORS 


Dr. L. D. Ball came to us in July 1947 and resianed in 1951. During his pastorate we acquired 
the last half of the block of the church property. The Educational building was built and. furnished. 
Many young men surrendered to preach and do religious work during his ministry. In a recent letter 
to our pastor Dr. Ball sent this message to members and friends here: 


“Ht is with a great deal of pleasure that we join with the many friends of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Greénville, in congratulations on this, YOUR HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY. 


Everyone who has. been privileged to be a member of this fine church will surely re- 
joice in the continuéd blessings of the Lord upon His people and their labor of love. 


Every sweet and blessed experience which was ours during our fellowship and service 
with you continues to warm our hearts and add to our garden of precious memories. 


Our prayer for you on this special occasion and for all the days ahead in the rapidly 
untolding future, is that you may have the leadership and blessings of the Holy Spirit as you 
worship, work and win for the glory of the Saviour.” 


E. L. Compere was the pastor of the church on its 50th anniversary. There were approximately 609. 
members at that time. He was a consecrated man and a good pastor. 


Dr. A. A. Duncan was reared and educated in Georgia coming to Texas when a young man. He 
taught school for two years then began the work to which God had called him—preaching the gospel. 
His outstanding pastorates were at Greenville, Texas and McAlester, Oklahoma. He came to Green- 
ville in 1910 serving Greenville First Church for sixteen years. He also served as Secretary of the Bap- 
tist General Convention of Texas after which he began his pastorate in McAlester. He served there un- . 
til his retirement in 1941 when he returned to Greenville to make his home. He was made Pastor Emeri- 
tus of Greenville First Church October 6, 1948. Dr. Duncan did as. much for the church as any man. 
During his pastorate several of the world’s greatest preachers held meetings in our church. Some of 
whom were Dr. Vining of Toronto, George B. McDaniel of the $75,000,900 campaign, Dr. A. C. Dick- 
son who has pastored in Spurgeon Tabernacle in London and Henry Ward Beecher’s Church in New 


York and Dr. Geo. W. Truett of Dallas. 
R. F. Jenkins was one of the church's most beloved pastors. 


Dr. C. B.. Jackson came to usin 1935 and was our pastor until December 1946. The church grew 
in membership, in spiritual power and financially. During his pastorate much improvernent was made 
in the auditorium and physical plant. He is now associate superintendent of the Department of Evan-. 
gelism of the Baptist General Convention of Texas. | 


Dr. J. F. Murrell was a good pastor. His wife was a great church worker. He has sent to the 
church membership the following personal message concerning his ministryshere: 


Two outstanding things occurred during my ministry there. First, was a Sunday school 
enlargement compaign which resulted in a complete reorganization of the Sunday school. 
This enlargement campaign so accentuated the need for better housing facilities that it 
awakened the spirit which led to the building program so successfully carried out under 
succeeding pastors. Then, a fervent spiritof evangelism was awakened during a revival led 
by the late Dr. C. E. Matthews which resulted in greatly increasing the number of baptisms 
over the preceeding years." 
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_ A. H. Mitchell, pastor here in 1891, preached the funeral of Henry W. Grady. 

Dr. H. B. Pender, born in North Carolina, was reared and educated in Mississippi. After serving 
in the Conferedate Army from March 1862 until February 1865 he began his work as a minister. of 
the gospel. He pastored this church from |883 until 1889. He lived until May 5, 1930. 

Dr. Richard Poss came as pastor the latter part of 1951 and served nearly four years. He was a 
good pastor and good organizer of church activity. 

Dr. A. W. Reeves was pastor from 1931 through 1934. He was a dynamic preacher. He led, in 
building and completion of the annex north of the main auditorium. Dr. Reeves sends this ‘personal 
message to the people here: 


‘There are indeed some precious memories associated with my ministry there; though 
it was at a time when the financial depression was at its worst. The people never complain- 
ed, nor faltered in their devotion and loyalty to the Lord. It was at the depth of that de- 
pression that the loyal members rallied to the challenge of the enlargement program by 
erecting and paying for a very commodious Educational Building. 

You have a great people to work with and | am confident that this Centennial will be 
but a mile-stone pointing to greater victories for the Lord. Their love and cooperation with 
me while their pastor will be cherished with a deep sense of gratitude as long as life shall 
last.” 


Dr, W. R. White was a great preacher. During his pastorate the Sunday school and Training 
Union made great progress. He served from 1926 to 1928. At present he Is president of Baylor Uni- 
versity having held this position since February |, 1948. 

Dr. Raleigh White became pastor of our church December |, 1917. To return as evangelist to 
the Home Mission Board he resigned March |, 1919. He is Doctor of Divinity, Doctor of Theology and 
Doctor of Philosophy. During his pastorate he was a tireless worker and continues to serve the Lord 
in this church as a Sunday school teacher in Adult 5 department of our Sunday school. It is a distinct 
privilege to have Dr. and Mrs. Wright as members of our church today.
